The houses in Caracas are generally very 
epaciov:, and neatly constrocted Before the 
great earthqueke they were far seperiur to what 
they are now, having been limited, since that 
dreadful period, to one story in height, and 
otherwise sitered so as lo gaard them more 
effectaaily, if possible, against the shuck of any 
such recurring Calamity, ‘Thece ure many, 
however, still remaining of twa sturies, whicb 
escaped the general rain, and which besutify the 
city. The external aspect of alt ie plain, vome- 
what injured by che common plaster work which 
covers them, und the want of gtass tn the win 
dows, ‘Phese latter are guerded by light 1ron- 
gratings in the better houses, but many, heving 
weoden bare, present the appearance of so muby 
prisans, 

T'be houses are built after the Spanish feshion, 
with en entry, or San Juun, os eurmg on & cur 
fidor, which eneloses (ber patru or court Yard, 
end from which the vartou. wpsrtments branch 
on sil sides, ‘Phe petius, in sonse of the hors 
ses, ure tastefuily decersted with oruuge lee 
and fBower-pots surrounding them. But the pir- 
sent depopulated state of Lhe city puts Gomestie 
economy very neturelly în the Deck gruun, — 
‘Fhe Hoors ot il houses ure puved with vrosd 
targe bricks, which, wbile they sad to the covi 
ness of temperature, form « fruitfai nidus fur che 
generation of chigres, Beas, und otlrer insecte. 

In the westers and northern perts of the city. 
the houses are sil in ruins, and present a scene 
of waste that cannot felt to impress very un 
pleetantiy thuse who knew the piace iu 1ts for 
mer mate. In many of (hese rained buildings 
are ief: some rooms oF -mali comperuments sul: 
roofed, und these are occupied by the pour. 

Pubtic Buildings.— ls 1e « sìnguiar circum- 
stance thut there uvever was Tuised în this am. 
ple eity‚en edifice ezelusively devoted to go 
teroment, sad corresponding witb the dignity 
of its officers. Such, however, ie th- case ; end 
large provate houses have been hired for this 
purpose. ‘The Palacto of the present commun 
der in-chief in Venezuels îs oot in the lemst re 
merkable for any difference in its u ppeurance 
fr.m other houses, and ìs oniy distiaguinbed by 
the guard thet is statsoned before its dvor, 

‘The bigh court of justice is kept in the spaci 
ous dweliing-house belonging to the cunde de 

—, and this ie, perbaps, the finest cop- 
straeted house in Caracer. 

‘The horpital, the prison, &c. ere all kept ia 

tivate houses, 

The churches end convents are the most ex- 
tenshve buridings in the city, sod will be most 
hkely, from their size, the charscter of their 
tenants end ministers, and the infiuence they 
hara bad on the state of society, to sttract the 
eerly curiosity of the stranger, who hes wever 
before visited e catholic coantry. Tobe prinei 
pel church is the Cathedral, situsted on the 
eust side of the Plaza It is seventy five feet 
broad. and two hondsed and fifty deep; end bar 
u very neet tower with a clock in it, the only 
ane in the pluce. te interior appesrence ie 
but indifferent, elthough 1t has a Very ne or- 
gau, and some pretty uiters. Ip this chborch 
all pubiic and furmal mtee are pesformed, auch 
as the chanting of Te Deums, the consecralion 
of benners, und tbe edisvistretion ef pubiic 
aathe, _'Fhe ehurch vf Candelsrie, now in 
ruine, was likewise a very rich end hendsume 
editice, end surrounded by en exten sive square, 
wiih « stone wall. Mast of the otber churches 
ace demolisbed, and service is performed in 
some adjcining temporary building. 

Of the convents, thut of St. Francis ie the 
most ampie and considersbie. There are tbree 
nunperies ; though one of them deserves a bet. 
ter name, as the Holy Sisters. belonging to the 
must respectable femilies of Caracas, do nat 
deny the iabar of ther fecoities to the comma 
nity, but educate young ladies in various useful 
branches of instruction 'Phe churches belong- 
ing to these institutions are, like tbe others, 
plein and large, and formerly were rich ; but 
now comperatisely poor, beving been deprived 
of their plate daring the exigeneies of the prs- 
sent war.

CAPITULATION OF CALLAO. 

Hisencelleucy Dou Joseph Sen Mertin, Pro- 
teotor of Peru, aud the general vf the Spanish 
national armies, end governor of the Fortress of 
Callao, Don Joseph de la Mar, anaious to avoid 
the evils which « prolonged and useless de- 
fence of the post of Caliao by the arms of Spain 

must cause, and agreeing to form & capitulation 
which may reconcile muteal interests and da 
ties, have named and authorized for this pur 
pose viz. H. E tbe Protector of Pero, on hie 
part, hie ficst fieid adjutant, colonel Thomas 
Guido, sub-ofBbser of the Legion of Merit of 
Cht!i, end H E.the governor of Caliuo, on his 
part. brigedier Doa Manuel de A: redondu, 
knight of the order of Calatrava and St. Her 
meuegild, and Doa Joset Ignacio Colmenares, 
cupiein of the astional marine, who, after hav 
ing mutueliy admitted their respective powers 
te act, have agreed as follows: 

1. T'be garzison of Caliso shall go out by 
the principal gate with all the honors of war, 
takiag witb it two field pieces vrith their res 
peetive ammuoition, eolovara Álying end drums 
beating. 

2. The Protector of Pera ohall allow the ver 
teren troops of the gerrieon of Callao, who vo- 
luotariiy desire to transport themselves to 
oue of the intermediete hurbore, a fsee passport 
to unite themselves to the army at Arequipa, 
but oot any otber point. The troops de la Cun- 
cordia, of the same garrison, mey joia their (a-

miliee an siniple individuals ; end eli individoala 
of the Spanish marine, whetber belonging to 
merchantmen or to vessels of war, who chail be 
foon) in the caetles at the time of its delivery, 
shel! be authorised to remain in fsima end Cal-

do within four months, 

3. [le genereis, chiefs, officers, and othere, 
emploved in the Spanish service, shal} be treat- 
ed with respect, aud those who resolve to go to 
the Periusn!a shett be allowed to wear their 
marks of distinetion end swe:da ; but those who 
prefer to remgin in America shall hot be allow- 
ed to wear oniform after thirty days from the 
surrender of the post. 

4 —The governor of Callao shall give a list 
ef all the individue's at present in the fortressrs, 
who shall free!y take away their properties; 
end as regards «he goods which hase been cOu- 
demned or gonfiscated by order of the Protec- 
tor of Peru, their dispoeal 15 lef: to bie genere 
si:y. 

5 — The opininns and services of individue!e 
residing within Callao, in facor of (her respec- 
tive governments, shall be forgotten, and the 
competent sothoriiy shall fornieh these persons 
with certificates of guarantee egeinstsny future 
eceuaatien ‚they being bound to respect the laws 
end poblic decrees whilat they re='d: withia the 
jerisdiction of the government uf Peru, 

6 —All vensels anchared în the principal 
rondsted of Callao shal! remain the property of 
their actual owners; who «hart be silomwed to 
fit them out and clear them for the porte ef 
the Penin.gls or New Spain; und government 
shall afford chem the aid allowed by fiiendly 
nations, and the corresponding permissions aad

10.— The officers, end fifty-six soldiers, whe 
remstoed in Calluo to guerd the rquipeges of 
the Spanish army, are comprehended in the fe- 
vor granted by the government of Peru to thosá 
of the same rank in ecticie 2d. 

IE. 'T'he prisoners on both sides ehall be ex- 
changed, rank far rank, end roan for man. 

12 — On the Zlst inst. at 10 in the morning, 
the post of Callao shall be evucuated by the 
garrison and prieate individuals in it, and the 
fortresses shall be delivered op onder an inten. 
tary, taan officer vamed by the Protector vf 
Peru. 

13. Every question that may arise in the in- 
terpretation of these srticies of capitulatiua 
shal be construed in favor of the garrtson. 

The present eapiculation shall be ratifiad on 
bath sides at the end of two hours, and two bee 
ing signed of eqraal tenor, sbull be exchaaged 
by the commisstuners.

New York, Feb, 11. 

From Port-au-Prince —By the arrival this 
forenoon of the schooner Dactile, Williems, in 
20 daye from Port-su-Prioce, we learn, thut 
French Érigate arrived thers sbout ten days be 
fore capt. W. suited, with the Bremen ship John 
Carl from Trinidad, (Cuba,) which she had re- 
captared. The John Carl had been taken by a 
pirstein Samane Bay, when a Colombian pri 
vsteerfell in with and took possession of both 
of them. Shortiy after, the above mentioged 
frigate came op with, and took all three of them 
vader her care, and after putting on board the 
Colombian privateer, one of the supercargoes 
of the John Carl, ordered her and the pirate for 
Mertinique. The Bremen ship, ou her arrival 
at Port-au-Prince, underwent an examination 
before the proper authority and was immediste 
ly released. 

By the above arrival we received the follow- 
ing letter from our correspondent :— 
Port.au Prince, Jan. 21, 1822. 

Inclosed you have the Gazette Extraordinary, 
eonteining the orders of the day for taking pos 
session of the Spanish possessions in this viend. 
We apprehend this sequisition of territory will 
end in embarrassmegt to the republic, 

Boston, February 11.—The trial of the 
Iibel against the Portugaese ship Mersianaa 
Flora, sent ioto this po:t by lieatenant Stock- 
ton of the United States schooner Alligator, ter 
minated on Saturday last, when the hon. judge 
Davis decreed the restitution of the ship and 
Cargo, to the owners; and without renderiog 
any final decree upon the claim for damages, 
he appoioted commissioners to escertain the a- 
mmoaot of the losses oecasioned by the capture 
end detention.

‘The decree of 
reatitution wes founded not on the ground that 
there was ‘“ no cause of capture,” but that there 
was no sufBcieat cause of sending in the ship 
for adjudication, The learned judge intimat- 
ed his preseat impression that the claim of da- 
sages shoald be aliowed, bat said that if there 
should appear to be reason on further conside- 
Tation to tuke « different view of that question, 
eo that the captaia could be beld justly ezempt- 
ed from any portion of the damsges reported, 
$he final decree could be rendered according!y 
wben the report should be made. 


Lats and Interesting from the Brazi!s. 

Charleston, Feb. 13.—By the brig Kortana, 
Capt. Scott, arrived bere yesterday from Per 
nambuco, via Turks Island, which tret men 
tioned place he left on the Óib January, we have 
tbe following intelligeoce :— 

After a severe coatest with the European 
troops, tbe Braziliens bad sacceeded in eotuulieh- 
ing the new constitution, and hed conspelled 
tbe European general Don Louis de Rego, witd 
the whole of bis troops, to emberk for Poitugel 
An illeminetion took place in consequeoce of 
she king’s having disapproved of the oppressive 
administration of tbe government, in the band: 
of general de Rego, and the return of the pe 
$ciot prisoners sent by bim to Europe. Tran 
quillity was established,and energetic steps were 
taken by the provincial geveroment, for the in- 
crease of the patriotic army. 

A new geoersl hed just arrived, aud after 
hesitating to land fora few days, his troops hav- 
ing fallen to leeward, his reception was & moeck 
ery of military parede by tbe Brazilian troops 
Every preparation had been made to resist the 
new troops (800 in oumber) on their landing, 
or if permitted to land, to retain (be as pri 
soners. 

The ceurtof Portugal bad manifested the most 
conciliatory disposition, to retain the depen- 
dense of its tranentlentic settlements ; 9otwiLh. 
standing which, the Brazilians seemed univer. 
selig to desire an emaneipation from & yoke 
which had hitherto held them in the Most dis. 
Sustiog ignorsoce, aad oppressive bondage. 

The press was «bout commencing its opera. 
ions, by the publication of three nE“spapers 
io the city of Pernambuco; one only having 
been formerly pabiished, and that under the im. 
mediete directioa of the general, who had the 
types, and destroyed them when he sbendoned 
the city. Pernambaco, with 60,000 inbabitants, 
was thus left withoat « pablio vebicie of intelli. 
gence. But the rising spirit of liberty, has ai- 
zeady prodaced the iastitation of three. 

American prodaceet Pernambuco, Was plen- 
ty for the demand, and very duil, es pablic cre- 
dit was at an end, and most of she monied 
European merchants had left the country.

end the Spanish army there will then be very 
considerable. ‘The vessels had all moved Frou 
Aoccn to Callao, but were not to commence 
discharging until the Sh instant, when a new 
teri8 would be published, Lurd Coebreue has 
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taken from the Protector, San Martin, 700.000 
dollars, which he had sent on board the diffe- 
cent vessels at Ancon, on the approach of La 
Serna. Hislordship had been for some time 
endeavoring to get money from the Protector, 
es be alledged, to per the fleet ; but the Pro- 
tector thinking perhaps that tbe private pro 
perty which lord Cochrane had saved from the 
San Mastin, might have been « few hundred 
thousand dollsrs more than his just share of 
the pillage, did not see fit to advance promptly 
'be sum required. Hie lordship went to the 
Rezguardo at Ancon—got an account of the 
money, and took il all,as well as individual 
property toa considerable amoant. The Pco- 
tector has tried every means to get it out of his 
hands, bat withoatetfect. Ido not know what 
will be the result of this breach between San 
Martin end lord Cochrane. 

Oct. 31 —Yesterdey arrived the scheoner 
Áranzaza, 30 days from Callao, privstely des- 
patched by lord Cochrane to the government 
witha smull part of the specie, (50,000 dallars,) 
he took from general Sen Martin, for the purpose 
of opening the way for his charges against him. 
The Protector despatched another schooner 
(the Sacramento,) on the same day with his 
despatches. This is becoming a serious busi | 
ness, Cochrane manages well, but 1 think he; 
has too maoy against him. He now coofines 
bimself to his ship, feering that if he truste] 
himself on shere the Protector might put him 
10 prison, es he did an inferior officer who was 
engeged in taking the money. 

Lord Cochrane has sent from South Ameri- 
ca to Europe, nearly a million of dollars— 
What a distnterested Patriot!!! 

Norfolk, Feb. 22.— Anchored in Hampton, 
Roads yesterday morning about 7 o'clock the 
U. S. ship Hornet, Robert Henley, Erq. com. 
mander, from Pensacola, and jast frou Havan- 
ua, Ìl deys from the iatter—Sailed from Ha- 
vaona, in company with 22 sail of vessels ander 
convoy, 20 of which were American, and two 
foreign, bound to different parts of the United 
States. They parted company with the Hornet 
at different times, after getting clear of the 
coast of Cuba. 

Capt. H. states, that Havanna was in a eom- 
plete state of anarchy, the people being divided 
into several parties, and the nominal governor 
perfectiy subservieat tothe popular whim—:hat 
piracy end pirates were openly countenanced and 
sbetted, and their depredations on Americas 
commerce spoken of as « matter of ED 
Istion.
